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On 23 December 1950 North Korean troops billeted in houses in Yonghap 
village, 2 and 1/2 niles north of Kaesong (126-3, 37~58), were telling 
the residents that Seoul, Pusan, arid Kyushu, Japan had been occupied by 
Communist troops, and that American atomic plants had been bombed and 
destroyed. 


In the late evening of 25 December 4475 Chinese Conmunist troops moved 
from Suan toward Singye, armed with M-1 rifles or peSh's, 73 120-mm, 
mortars, 52 anti-tank guns, and artillery packs loaded on 200 ponies. 
Eighty-two youths were seized in areas from Samdung (126-12, 39-00) to 
Suan to carry artillery and small aru ammunition on back packs, in 
squads of 12 nen each. All packs and personnel were covered with white 
cloth, On the morning of 26 December this convoy arrived in Singye where 
the troops were billeted in civilian houses. There were a large number 
of other Chinese Communist troops in Singye and in Suen. 


Chinese Communist troops in the Suan-Singye area used roads at night 
instead of the mountains, to prevent the disclosure of the presence of 
a large number of troops, which would be revealed by snow tracks in the 
nountains.
